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Home-Delivered Babies Healthier, Study Shows

CHICAGO (AP) —.Mothers whoso babies are delivered-at 


home by midwives have fewer complications'and Wealthier-' 
bailies than those who go to the hospital, a California study 
shows. The study, reported today in a paper prepared for the 
annual meeting of the American'Public Health Association, 
was done by a health research team from Stanford University 
and the University of California at Santa Cruz. The team 
studied 287 home births performed by midwives from the 
Santa Cruz Birth Center from 1971 to 1973. Of these. 231 "had 
completely, unremarkable births at home," the researchers 
reported 
For those complications that did occur, the 


researchers'said, the rate was lower lhari'lhal for the 'popula- 
tion as a whole. 
; 


It concluded that mothers who'were not anesthetized and 


not drugged had lower risks than the general population and 
that natural childbirth at, home with the assistance of mid- 
wives did not increase risks. There also were fewer premature 
babies born to these mothers and the incidence of pregnancy 
toxemia — poisoning — was lower. The researchers attributed 
"the excellent results of this population" to the lack of pain 
killers and anesthesia in the women, to their preparedness for 
childbirth, to the avoidance of the lying-flat position-during 
labor and to the lack of stresses usually present in hospitals 


The team consisted of Dr. Lewis K. Mehl and Gail Peterson, 


now of the University of Wisconsin, Madison, and Drs Nancj 


Sliaw and Don C. Creevy. The researchers noted that there 
appears to have been a great increase in home births over the 
past decade. Similar studies of home births have shown 
similar excellent results in Chicago, Appalachia and the 
Netherlands, they said. 


,If there were to be a significant complication rate, the 
researchers said, it would be expected to be revealed in the 
Sanla Cruz group. The eight midwives lacked direct medical 
supervision, there was no good system to facilitate transport to 
a. hospital and most of the midwives lacked institutional 
training. 


The researchers said the supine position of delivery, com- 


'monly used in hospitals, may be harmful to the baby because 


it compresses the great blood vessels, and may deprive the 
fetus of oxygen. Under midwifee delivery, a mother is either 
partially sitting up or in a squatting position. Fear and anxiety 
engendered by the hospital environment also affects blood flow 
and ease of delivery, they noted. 


There was one stillborn baby in the group studied, but no 


deaths of infants torn live, compared to a national death rate 
of 22.4 per 1,000 live births. 


Eight babies — 2.8 per cent — were born premature, 'com- 


pared with a 10.4 per cent rate for Santa Cruz County as a 
whole and 7.3 per cent for the United States. 


The 1.8 per cent rale of infection following home childbirth

failures at the hospital between 
July I and Aug. ID. Between' 
July 28 and Aug. 15, there were 
34 respi.ralory failures involving 
23 patients. Officials said thai 
was roughly five times the nor- 
mal rate for breathing failures. 


Eleven patients who suffered 


the breathing arrests died. 
Hospital officials now speculate 
that as many as six of Itosc may 
have been murdered. The others 
died of natural causes not relat- 
ed lo I heir suspicious breathing 
failures, doctors say.^ 


The FBI last month exhumed 


the bodies of four men who died 
in the hospital in August. Tissue 
samples from their bodies are 
being analyzed at the FBI crime 
lab for signs of Pavilion in an 
effort lo build, a solid murder 
case, sources have said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The

Sen. Paul J. Fannin, R-Ariz.,

"It's a political decision and I 


can understand thai," Fannin 
said in an Interview Monday. "A 
veto could resull in lurmoil at 
just the time of the primaries." 


Fannin and Rep. Clarence 


Brown, H-Ohio, led a congres- 
sional group that met with Ford 
on Thursday. Some monitors of 
the group urged Ford to veto the 
measure on grounds it would 
increase U.S. reliance on im- 
ported oil. 


Ford had been expected to 


accept the compromise, which 
reportedly had the endorsement 
of Federal Energy Administra- 
lor Frank G. Zarb, to replace 
price controls expiring over the 
weekend. But Ford deferred a 
decision until the compromise 
legislation is put in willing. 
Congress Ihcn quickly passed, 
and Ford signed, a bill conlinu- 
ing existing price controls for 
another 30 days. 


Meanwhile, the bill's impact 


continued to be debated. Zarb 
told a Monday meeting of the 
Southern Newspaper Publishers- 
Association in lioca Raton, Fla., 
that he doubts the compromise 
would result in lower gasoline 
prices, a claim made by some 
congressional Democrats. 


"I should warn you that 


congressional claims the bill 
will mean a 3.5 ccnls-a-gallon 
rolllxick initially can't be subs- 
tantiated," he said. "If it rolls 
back the price of gas by as 
much as a penny a gallon, I'll be 
surprised-" 


Under the terms of the 


compromise package, all price 
controls would end in 197!l, but 
initially an average price of 
$7.116 a barrel would bo set on all 
domestic oil, down from the 
current average of $8.75 a barrel 
for U.S. oil. "

translate into a cut of 3.5 cents 
in the cost of gasoline to con- 
sumers. But Xari) said lliose 
calculations fail to lake Into ac- 
count recent increases in the 
cost of producing domestic oil. 


"Personally, I'd rather see 


current controls continued for a 
lime and then let complete 
decontrol take effect," Fannin 
said. "But the President feels 
that they (the Democrats) have 
gone some distance In attaining 
what the administration wants 
— about as far as lh»y will go."

Making Kissinger 
A Campaign Theme 


Last 
week's 
contempt 
citation 


against Henry Kissinger, Secretary of 
State, by the House Intelligence Com- 
mittee is virtually parallel to the 
Republican attack against one of his 
predecessors, Dean Acheson, before 
and (luring the Eisenhower-Stevenson 
campaign m 1952 


As political 
appointments 
are 


measured in Washington, Acheson had 
a long career in the State Department. 


FDR named him Assistant Secretary 


In 1941, from which office he played an 
active role in formulating Roosevelt's 
dream of a United Nations. Four years 
later he became undersecretary who 


. traditionally is the house keeping 


functionairre in the Department. He 
left State for two years to serve1 as 
Harry Truman's personal watchdog in 


.several activities, including one of 


Truman's pet peeves, the Hoover 
Commission. In 1949 Truman recalled 
him to act as Secretary for the ensuing 
four years until Eisenhower brought in 
John Foster Dulles to head up the 
Department. 


Acheson's strong espousal of the UN, 


the Marshall Plan and a global 
.rehabilitation scheme far beyond the 
Marshall 
Plan's 
original 
scope 


stimulated a rising criticism that he 
was soft on communism. 


During the World War II anti-Nazi 


euphoria, Acheson was .not'the only 
highly 
placed 
Washingtonian 
to 


believe the Kremlin was interested in 
world peace first and communism 
second. Truman who was FDR's vice 
^president following the 1944 elections 
.was one of the few skeptics. The light 
.dawned for Acheson when the war's 
;end clearly showed the Kremlin's 
• masters intended to acquire and rein- 


force every advantage possible to a 
; military victor. 
:''^Unfortunately lor Stevenson, jthe 
^Democratic standard bearer in the '52 
'campaign, Acheson never clarified 
this change of heart. His failure to do 
so became one of several deficiencies 


• in the Truman Administration which 
-the G.O.P. turned to Eisenhower's 
positioning.

.•Kissinger into a similar campaign 
; liability for President Ford. 
; 
He has been under a running fire in 


; recent months for advocating detente 


as the total substitute for a strong 
military posture in American foreign 
policy. 


What he has said right along is that 


if the U.S., Russian and others are 
serious in saying the arms race is not 
the way to conserve one's breath then 
everyone must indulge in some give 
and take negotiating. 


Another point in the Kissinger for- 


mula is to let bygones be bygones. 


Diplomatically speaking, this means 


forget the dirt}' tricks in the past and 
concentrate on better beha\ior'in the 
future. 


Through various sources, public and 


private, exposing instances of the CIA 
exceeding its statutory authority by 
undue meddling in domestic affairs 
and manipulations in foreign govern- 
ments, the House created the In- 
telligence Committee to dig a trench 
into covert operations whereever the 
excavating might take it. 


Last week's eruption centers around 


a Committee subpoena served on Kis- 
singer to disclose State Department 
documents relative to the Depart- 
ment's involvement in clock and 
dagger activity since 1961: This is the 
year seemingly that a scheme began to 
develop over the possibility of putting 
Fidel Castro out of business in Cuba. 


Kissinger, on orders from Ford, 


disregarded the subpoena. 


The Committee, with just one nega- 


tive ballot, voted to ask the full House 
to order the contempt citation. 


How quickly .the full House will act 


and how long it would take to drag a 
prosecution through the courts is con- 
jectural. 


It would be a fair guess the

Years Don't Still Furor 


The President's Commission on the 


Assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy, better known as the Warren 
Commission, has been subjected' to 
some criticism ever since it concluded 
in .1964 that Kennedy had been killed 
by:a single gunman, Lee Harvey Os- 
wald. The commission's critics reject 
that finding and demand that the 
investigation into Kennedy's death be 
reopened. The JFK assassination is a 
hot topic on the college lecture circuit 
and radio talk shows, and skeptical 
magazine articles are proliferating. 
The Saturday Evening Post recently 
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entered the controversy by offering a 
5250,000 reward "to the first individual 
who provides.. .information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of anyone 
who conspired to murder or assisted in 
the murder of John P. Kennedy." 


Polls indicate that about 60 per cent 


of the American people doubt the 
Warren Commission's findings. In 
particular, the commission has been 
taken to task for concluding that a 
single bullet- hit both Kennedy and 
John Connally. "Critics ask how one 
bullet could hit two people, cause four 
penetrating wounds, shatter a rib and 
a wrist bone, and emerge in nearly 
pristine condition with less than two 
per cent of its original weight lost," 
stated an article in Medical World 
News last June. Photographs that 
might be used to verify the path of the 
so-called "magic bullet" have been 
reported missing from the National 
Archives in Washington. 


More than 80 members of the House 


of Representatives have sponsored 
resolutions calling for a new inves- 
tigation of the Kennedy assassination. 
And Frank Church (D-Idaho), chair- 
man of the Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence, has created an informal 
subcommittee led by Richard S. 
Schweiker (R-Pa.) and Gary Hart (D- 
Colo.) to determine whether U.S. in- 
telligence 
agencies 
suppressed 


evidence relating.to the case. 


The FBI already has admitted that it 


Destroyed a threatening note from Os- 
wald shortly after Kennedy was shot. 
And David Belin, the executive direc- 
tor of the White House commission 
that investigated the CIA, has ack- 
nowledged that the Warren Commis- 
sion was not told of CIA efforts to as- 
sassinate Cuban Premier Fidel Castro. 
In the wake of Mich disclosures, 
demands for a r*-inveMigatf«n into the 
events of Nov. 22, IIU, *n expected to 
increase.

The ignored entity 
turns out to possess precisely 
the qualities to meet some great 
need of the people. Variations of 
this theme recur so often in real 
life that it seems people ought to 
be more skillful at recognizing 
something good sooner than 
they do.

The field of education is oc- 


cupied by many troubles now. A 
belated "discovery" of an 
appropriate entity, to meet the 
great need, could well he the 
one-room neighborhood school. 
There's hardly any institution 
more rejected and ignored by 
professional educators, but the 
small, 
local, 
unccntralized 


school 
automatically solves 


many of the problems that have 
grown to monstrous proportions 
In the over-centralized school 
systems. Administrators and 


> Association organizers by the 
platoon could be marched out of 
education with nothing lost, and 
parents could regain respon- 
sibility for directing the educa- 
tion of their children as they — 
not some social engineers — 
choose. 


One might remotely compare 


the small local school to Ihc 
step-down transformer which 
makes electrical energy from a 
high voltage grid system usa- 
ble. There's a mighty big world 
of "high voltage" information 
and experience all around these 
are in practically unusable form 
for children, until the informa- 
tion and experiences are first 
modified by the genuine con- 
cern of parents and neighbors.

Pentagon Change 


WASHINGTON — The story 


goes that George Mahon of 
Texas, powerful head of the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, an old friend of President 
Ford and a respected conserva- 
tive, came to the President 
recently and said, in essence: 
"I've taken insults of! that guy 
for the last time. If you want 
your budget through Congress 
you'll have to shut him up or get 
rid of him." 


"That guy" was, of course, 


Defense 
Secretary 
James 


Schlesinger. The insults were 
the strong words he used when 
referring to military cuts voted 
by the House. 


In one way or another over the 


past year, Schlesinger has built 
a group of powerful enemies on 
the Hill, especially in the House 
Armed Services Committee and 
in Appropriations. 


He also, despite the admira- 


tion accorded his intelligence 
and his expertise in the un-' 
believably intricate problems of 
strategic defense, has not been a 
first-rate 
administrator. 


Though there is perhaps no man 
in this country who better un- 
derstands the tradeoffs possible 
in negotiating a nuclear balance 
with 
the Russians .without 


sacrificing U. S. security, the 
Pentagon is not a tight ship. 
There has been 'considerable 
grumbling 
among assistant 


secretaries and division chiefs. 


Donald Rumsfeld has wanted 


the Defense Department job 
ever since he was ambassador 
to NATO: And he's not the kind 
to sit still and wait. He's been 
working on it. 


One thing Is certain if Rums- 


feld's past is any guide* he will 
.shake,things up in the Pen-, 
tagon. As one of his friends put 
it: "He'll shake the daylights 
out of them 
— drive the 


generals and admirals out of 
their minds.

Years Don^t Still Furor 


The President’s Commission on the 
Assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy, better known as the Warren 
Commission, has been subjected to 
some criticism ever since it concluded 
in 1964 that Kennedy had been killed 
by a single gunman, Lee Harvey Os­ 
wald. The commission’s critics reject 
that finding and demand that the 
investigation into Kennedy’s death be 
reopened. The JFK assassination is a 
hot topic on the college lecture circuit 
and radio talk shows, and skeptical 
magazine articles are proliferating. 
The Saturday Evening Post recently 
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entered the controversy by offering a 
S250.iKMl reward “to the first individual 
who provides. . .information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of anyone 
w ho conspired to murder or assisted in 
the murder of John F. Kennedy.” 
Polls indicate that about 6ii per cent 
of the .American people doubt the 
Warren Com m ission’s findings. In 
particular, the com m ission has been 
taken to task for concluding that a 
single bullet hit both Kennedy and 
John Connally. “Critics ask how one 
bullet could hit two people, cause four 
penetrating wounds, shatter a rib and 
a wrist bone, and em erge in nearly 
pristine condition with less than two 
per cent of its original weight lost,” 
stated an article in M edical World 
News last June. Photographs that 
might be used to verify the path of the 
so-called “m agic bullet” have been 
reported m issing from the National 
.Archives in Washington. 
More than 80 members of the House 
of Representatives have sponsored 
resolutions calling for a new inves­ 
tigation of the Kennedy assassination. 
And Frank Church (D-Idaho), chair­ 
man of the Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence, has created an informal 
subcommittee 
led 
by 
Richard 
S. 
i^hweiker (R-Pa.) and Gary Hart (D- 
Colo.) to determine whether U.S. in­ 
telligence 
agencies 
suppressed 
evidence relating to the case. 
The FBI already has admitted that it 
destroyed a threatening note from Os­ 
wald shortly after Kennedy was shot. 
And David Belin, the executive direc­ 
tor of the White House com m ission 
that investigated the CIA, has ack­ 
nowledged that the Warren Com m is­ 
sion was not told of CIA efforts to as­ 
sassinate Cuban Premier Fidel Castro. 
In the wake of such disclosures, 
demands for a re-investigation into the 
events of Nov. 22, 1963, are expected to 
increase.

ponsible for, and the only reason 
for, the pain you describe. Con- 
sequently, there Is no general 
rule as to the need for the 
removal of all spurs. 


Spurs can be removed with 


safety. However, before such 
surgery is contemplated all 
other possible reasons for your 
back pain must IK! carefully, 
studied. There are1 so many 
overlapping reasons for back 
pain that the elimination of one 
may not lie the total answer to 
your problem.

The problem of low back pain 
is most distressing to patients 
and to the doctors who treat this 
condition. 
Bony spurs are frequently 
s(H'n in most pc'ople past the age 
of 40. The exact htcation of spurs 
and the pressure made by them 
determine the form of treat­ 
ment that is used. 
It IS difficult to say that these 
spurs can in themselves Ik* res- 
ixtnsible for. and the only reason 
lor. the pain you describe. Con­ 
sequently, there is no general 
rule as to the need for the 
removal of all spurs. 
S{)urs can be removed with 
safety. However, before such 
surgery is contemplated all 
other j)ossible r(*asons for .vour 
back pain must b<' carefully 
studied. There are so many 
(»verlapping reasons lor back 
pain that the elimination of one 
may not Ik* the total answer to 
your problem.

state health official said Mon- 
day the Department of Public 
Health is in no hurry to sec if it 
made adequate investigations of 
a Mount Clemens sewage tunnel 
that exploded Thursday, killing 
one workman and injuring five 
others. 


"We're interested in protect- 


ing the health of people in the 
future 
and 
not necessarily 


interested in putting the blame 
on someone right now," said 
John Vogt, chief of the depart- 
ment's Bureau of Industrial 
Health. 
. It is the bureau's respon- 
sibility to check if contractors 
are meeting federal and state 
safety requirements, including 
gas levels in tunnels, Vogt ack- 
nowledged. 


Labor and health officials 


believe too much methane gas 
in the Mount Clemens tunnel 
may have set off the explosion. 


Vogt said it would be neither 


complex nor difficult to find the 
records of past investigations of 
the tunnel. "But I don't suppose 
it would be all that darned im- 
portant, either." 


Keith Molin, director of the 


state Labor Department, said 
Monday 
his 
department's 


records showed only one ins- 
pection — last February — of 
the tunnel. That inspection was 
only of surface construction 
procedures and equipment, he 
said. 


Inspectors found two viola- 


tions which Greenfield Cons- 
truction Co. officials 
later 


reported corrected, Molin said. 
He said those violations were 
unrelated to Thursday's blast. 


Molin confirmed that another 


man was killed the day before 
the Mount Clemens explosion in 
a Dearborn channel project also 
being handled by Greenfield 
Construction. The victim, John 
Thompson, was crushed when a 
trench collapsed on him, Molin 
said. 


Greenfield said Monday their 


project superintendent, Earlc 
Harthorn, believed the man who 
was killed in the blast, Ulous 
"Junior" Hayes of Detroit, was 
responsible for the explosion. 


Hayes was the construction 


foreman of the .crew in the tun- 
nel when the blast occurred. 


"What we did ... was in direct 


violation of both company policy 
and the dictates of his own 
experience and common sense," 
Harthorn said. 


He said Hayes tried to start a 


conveyor, despite warnings of 
high levels of methane. He 
pulled a switch controlling an 
elcctlc motor on top of a mining 
machine, where methane con- 
centration was the heaviest, 
Harthorn said. 


"Then all hell broke loose!" 


Harthorn said. "The methane 
accumulation was ignited and 
burned in a scaring flash." 


Four crew members remain 


hospitalized with injuries suf- 
fered in the blast. Another 
worker was treated for smoke 


inhalation and released. 


A Greenfield official denied 


Monday there was any link 
between the explosions in Mount 
Clemens and the one at Port 
Huron in 1971, which claimed 21 
lives. Greenfield also was the 
contractor at Port Huron.

Until recently it was believed 
that once the crucial bliw)d sup­ 
ply to the heart muscle was 
bl(K*ked (usually by clots), the 
damage was done and irrever­ 
sible. 
Braunvvald’s surprising find­ 
ing was that by using artificial 
pumps and chemical means to 
ease the heart’s workload in the 
hours following the attack, 
much heart muscle could be 
rescued. 
“ It became clear that for

coronary occlusion (heart at­ 
tack),” said Braunwald, “ the 
fate of substantial quantities of 
myoc‘ardium (heart muscle tis­ 
sue) is delicately poist*d. 
“ Relatively slight alteration 
in balance betw«*n supply and 
demand can influence the sur­ 
vival of large quantitites of car­ 
diac muscle.” 
Other res(‘archers have begun 
following the trail blazed by 
Braunwald. They have begun 
experimenting 
with

ways to tip the balance in favor 
of the weakened heart. 
They include balloon pump­ 
ing, and injecting chemicals 
such as an extract of cobra 
venom, a brew of glucose, in­ 
sulin 
and 
potassium, 
cor­ 
ticosteroids, and nitroglycerine 
tablets under the tongue. 
Braunwald 
said

methods are now bt*ing tested in 
humans, on a ver>- small scale, 
in pilot studies.
